There have been two changes in the teaching staff since 
the last report. Miss Doris Stimson of Lisbon, a graduate 
of Plymouth Teachers’ College, replaces Miss Mary Charas. 
Miss Stimson has had several years’ experience in the 
schools of West Campton. Miss Clara Marquis of Law- 
rence, a graduate of Lowell Teachers’ College, replaces Mrs. 
Cornelia Hinkle who resigned to accept a position at the 
Putney School in Putney, Vermont. Miss Marquis has 
taught two years in the schools of Vineyard Haven, Massa- 
chusetts. 
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Miss Greenly attended the session at Keene Teachers’ 
College during the past summer. 

The modern basal reading system which was introduced 
in two schools last year has been installed in the first grades 
of all the town schools. This widely approved system will 
piové to be most worthwhile in guiding the pupil to find 
pleasure and profit in the printed page. It is our intention 
to complete !the installation of this system gradually through- 
out the grades. 

All seventh and eigth grade pupils have been furnished 
with workbooks to accompany the social science text books 
in use. ‘hese materials are'‘an invaluable aid to both pupils 
and teachers. 

Greatly needed language texts have been furnished some 
grades as well as necessary readers, geographies, and arith- 
metics. A new history book has been adopted for the use in 
the fourth grade of all schools. In all cases the history text 
which had been used in the fourth grade was too difficult 
for the pupils at that level. The textbook so adopted is one 
which closely follows the state program of studies and 1s 
proving to be very well received by the pupils and teachers. 

Literature books, health-science texts, and dictionaries 
have been purchased for use in the seventh and eighth grades. 

Since the last report new maps have been installed in those 
schools which were in need of them. 

In looking forward to the future our attention as regards 
text book needs will center on additional reading materials 
for all grades, more language texts in those schools and 
grades without them, and additional literature and health- 
science texts, and dictionaries. 


The per pupil cost of the schools of Londonderry for 
1938-1939 was $60.08 as compared to a state median of 
$81.07 for the same period. 

The per pupil cost for books and scholars’ supplies for the 
Londonderry schools for 1938-9 was approximately 55c 
each—as compared to a state average(per pupil cost of $1.22 
for books and $1.48 for scholars’ supplies. 
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A study of the School-Grade Enrollment Table given at 
the beginning of this report will show two schools, Numbers 
3 and G, enrolling less than ten pupils. This number is too 
small to justify the operation of these schools. [Especially 
is this fact realized when it is noted that the state aid budget 
for Londonderry for his year isi!approved on the basis of but 
seven’ schools. In other words the school district 1s pena- 
lized as far as state aid is concerned for the small enrollments 
in two schools. It is estimated that there will be an average 
of five pupils in each school next year. 

Not only would it bé more economical next year to close 
these two buildings but it would be better for those pupils 
who are being transferred to face desirable competition in 
school work and the contacts with larger groups would teach 
them to live, learn, and cooperate together in a normal school 
setting. 

Reports received from high schools which enroll pupils 
who have graduated from Londonderry schools indicate 
that the boys and girls who attend our schools are being 
well-prepared. Latest reports show such high school pupils 
are generally doing satisfactory work. 

Ikach year there’is an increase in the number of pupils 
who, after graduating form our’ schools, enter high school. 
This fact is a commendable one. However, increases in the 
budget are usually caused by an increase in the cost of high 
school tuition for those youngsters who can attend a second- 
ary school. 

May we all cooperate in doing all that we possibly can to 
improve the educational opportunities of our youth. The 
fine spirit of the,school board, parents, teachers, pupils, and 
citizens during the; past year has been appreciated.
